To this they 
attributed «the rough system of the 
prisoners’ camp ‘in. Germany. 

“We were treated all right in hos- 
pital,’ said: ‘a’ non-commissioned officer 
who lost. his left hand, ‘‘ especially by 
the nurses, but our fellows: in camp have 
had an awful time. For the. slightest 
complaint they. were kicked. and for 
more serious breaches of discipline they 
were tied to a post for hours.

A Civil] War Precedent. 


The facilities which the introduction of 
steamers and railways have given to a 
belligerent. to. imtroduce contraband 
goods through neutral ports heve im- 
posed upon his: opponent the’ additional 
‘difficulty, when endeavoring to intercept , 
such trade, of distinguishing between 
the goods which are really destined 
from. the. commerce of that neutral 
country and the geods which are .on 
their way to the enemy. * It is ‘one of 
the many. difficulties with which. the 
United -States Government found them- 
sélves confronted in the days of the 
civil war, and I ean not do better than 
quote the words which Mr. roma 
who was then Seoretary of State, us 
in. the course. of the diplomatic discus- 
sion arising out of the capture of some 
goods on their ng to Matamoras po aren 
were believed for the insurgen 

“ Neutrals po le in honest trade wi 
Matamoras must. expect to experience 
inconvenienee from the existing block- 
ade of Brownsville and the adjacent 
coast of Texas. While this Government 
unfeignedly regrets this inconvenience, 
it ean not relinquish any of tts be 
gerent rights to favor eontraband trade 
with insurgent territory. By. insisting 
upon those rights, however, it is sure 
that that necessity for their exercise at 
all; which must deplored by every 
friendly commercial power, will the 
more speedily. be terminated. 

The opportunities now enjoyed by a 
belligerent» for obtaining supplies 
through neutral ports are far greater 
than they were fifty years ago, and the 
geographical conditions of the present 
‘struggle lend additional assistance to, 
the enemy in carrying out such importa- 
tion. We are faced with the problem 
of intercepting such supplies when ar- 
ranged with all the advantages that flow 
from. elaborate... organization and un- 
stinted expenditure, 

If our ueerent rights .are to be 
maintained, it of the first importance: 
for us to distinguish between what is 
real, bona fide. nies intended for the 
neutral country concerned and the. trade 
intended for the enemy country. Every 
effort is made by organizers of this

If such inquiries were not made, either 
the. exercise of our belligerent rights 
would have to be abandoned, tending to 
the prolongation of this war and the 
increase of the loss and suffering which 
it is entailing upon the whole world, or 
else it would be necessary to indulge 
in: indiscriminate captures of. neutral 
goods and. their detention throughout 
all the lings. oe resulting prize court 
proceedi Under the system now 
adopted “has. been found possible to 
release without delay, consequently 
without appreciable loss to the parties 
interested, all the goods of which the 
destination is shown as the result of the 
inquiries to be innocent. 

It may well be that the system of 
making such inquiries is to @ certain 
extent a new introduction, in that it has 

ractieed to a far greater extent 
oe n previous wars; but if it is cor- 
reetly described as a new departure, it 
is a departure which is wholly to the ad- 
vantage of eens. and which has been 
made for ‘the purpose of relieving them 
so far ag possible from joss and incon- 
venience. 


Search at Sea Not Enough, 


There was a passage in a note which 
the State Department addressed to the 
British Ambassador at Washington on 
the seventh November to which I think 
it may be well to refer: 


In the opinion of this Government 
the belligerent right of visit amd search 
requires that. thé search should be 
made on the high seas at the time: of 
the visit; and that the conclusion. of 
the search should rest upon the evi-

When Henry Ford, the Detroit: auto- 
‘mobile’ man, announced before. the In‘ 


. Mrs. geosaad Rélations “Commission a few 


weeks ago his belief that every con-. 
viet sent out-of Sing Sing Prison could 
be reelaimed, his theories of reform 
were accepted in many quarters with a 
grain of salt. It was learned yester- 
day that Mr. Ford's plan was. not 
limited to ‘theory, but that’ it already 
had been. put inté effect. " Discharged 
‘and paroled Sitig Sing convicts are now 
being sent to all parts of the West under 
an arrangement made by the automobile 
manufacturer, 

According to a report which réached 
Tas Truus yestefday, Mr, Ford entered 
into an: agreement with Thomas Mott 
Osborne, Warden of Sing Sing; whereby 
he is informed of evéry prisoner who 
leayes Sing Sing. The complete rec- 
ords of the convicts ‘are furnished to 
Mr. Ford and he’makes a card index. 

When the‘prisoners are ready to leave 
the institution. they are called . before 
Warden Osborne and are asked whether 
they want a chance to start life anew. 
If they desire an opportunity to “ make 
good ” they are told work will'be sup- 
plied for. them far from. New York. 
-They are pledged by word ‘of honor’ to 
live upto the principles of the Sing 
Sing Brotherhood, the welfare organi- 
zation which is co-operating with. War- 
den Osborné in moral uplift, and they 
promise, nevér to take advantage of 
the men who have béen responsible for 


their new ortunities.

Even-handed justice is the spirit and 
the purpose of ‘the recent Federal trust 
legislation, according to Joseph E. Da- 
vies, United States’ Commissioner of 
Corporations, who discussed the purpose, 
scope and probable effect of the new 


luncheon of the Members’, Council of 
the Merchants’ Association yesterday 
at the Hotel Astor. Commissioner Da- 
vies was introduced to the 500 members 
and their guests as’ the - prospective 
head of the Federal Tradé Commission. 
William C. Breed, the Chairman, said 
the American public confidently ex- 
pected the new commission would handle 
the. Federal trade laws sucecessfilly. 
The time: had come for the business 
men to arise and demand fair play, 
said William Hamlin Childs, President 
of the American Coal Products Com- 
pany, who attributed the “ inefficiency 
of Géyernment’” to the fact that’ ‘all 
important business questions have been 
left, to politicians and lawyers.” “He 
said business men -wanted a sailing 
chart prepared by sailors and not by 
landlubbers, and. asserted, that if the 
appointees of the Federal Trade Com- 
mission were genérally.approved by the 
business. world, as was Commissioner 
Davies, it would be the duty of the 
business men to “ accept the hand of 
fellowship. extended by the Administra- 


Sere and to co-operate in every way pos- 
8i0/e, 

The Clayton bill, Commissioner Da- 
vies said, defined specificaily certain 
practices that were condemned, 
and provided. .in. addition certain 
remedies for persons wronged. ‘The 
Newlands-Coyington act created an ex- 
pert body which should not only serve 
to enforce the law, but aid expeditiously 
in the more easy accommodation of the 
remedy to the wrong and of business 
to the requirements of law. The needs 
or this were. foreseen through the 
‘genius. for. constructive statesman- 
Ship of the President."’ 


Uncertainty About Laws. 


““One of ‘the problems frequently al- 
leged is unceftainty as to what the law 
prescribes,’’ Commissioner Davies said. 
“This legislation attempts to’ relieve 
that situation, by’ specific definition. A 
comprehensive body of information’ as 
to the ‘constitution: of the whole in-. 
dustry of the country will be obtained 
by the Federal’Trade Commission. 

“In the course of time there will be 
available to the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion a large body of information, col- 
lated, digested, and interpreted, as to 
the whole field of industry of the coun- 
try. The relative money values. of. the 
350 odd classes of industry of the coun- 
try, the degree of concentration in each, 
the character of integration ‘between 
them, their processes, their problems, 
their local markets, their foreign mar- 
kets will all be available in this clearing 
house of information. This agency is 
also available in the public interest in 
investigations of the. anti-trust laws. 
“This information and expert knewl- 
edge is further made -availabie by the 
the Federal courts in the forma- 
tion of ‘dissohition decrees in trust cases; 
to the end that the public interest may 
co erved, _in thet disinterested 
“etpert™ knowledge of ‘in- 
dustfy as well as legal information ma 
be available in such situations. B at 
rect anthorization ofthe law, the rade

“The. quasi-judicial functions of the 
Federal Trade Commission will 
exercised in passing upon violations of 
the provisions of the Clayton act, which 
prohibits price Giectimination. tying con- 
trects. interlocking stock holdings. and 
interlocking directorates. The. zreatest 
menace to the small business men or 
enterprises lies in unfair methods of 
competition employed by larger rivals. 
These practices, if prevented in their in- 
ception by Governmental agency are 
bound by a guarantee of a square deal 
to the Sasatier unit. The theory of this 
law finds no quarrel with bigness of 
enterprise.” 


An Aventve of Hope. 


Mr.» Breed caused ‘much laughter by 
saying {t was the custom of the average 
business man to study legislation after 
it had been passed. He asserted busi- 
ness.men all over the country were 
studying the statutes under discussion 
“eo found in them “a real avenue of

The check, which included accrued in- 
terest, was for $49,098,000. Two Penn- 
sylvania officials came over from Phila- 
elphia to receive it, and they deposited 
it in the National Bank of. Commerce to 
the credit of the railroad. 
The principal transaction. thus involved 
ho actual money payment, but was ac- 
complished by a book entry, the Na- 
‘tional Bank of Commerce charging the 
amount to one depositor and crediting. it 
to the other. - 

For this reason also there will be no 
enormous -balances at. the

there was when, payment was made by

for $51,000,000 bonds of the State of

Yesterday was oo monly the time set 
Tor Kuhn, Loeb & Co. to pay.for th 
s, but also for payment to be made 
em. by. the individuals, insurance 
camamanles,’. savings banks, "estates, or 
others who had subscribed. for them 
when publicly offered vy the bankers: 
These subscribers paid 6 per cent. of

Dr. Francis Hustace, a physician who
